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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' arguments and the terminal disclaimer have been fully considered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 9-14 are allowed. 

The present invention is drawn to a method for quantification of a target nucleic acid 
relative to a reference nucleic acid and standardized with a calibrator sample comprising 
preparing a dilution series of the target nucleic acid, and reference nucleic acid, 
amplifying the various dilution series and measuring the amplification in real-time, 
setting a defined signal threshold value, determining for each dilution the cycle number 
at which the signal threshold value is exceeded in each, determining continuously 
differentiable function of a logarithm of the amounts used in the target nucleic acid and 
reference nucleic acid, determining and assigning Cp values for target nucleic acid, 
reference nucleic acid as well as for a calibrator sample, calculating the quotient of 
function values for said samples and determining the ratio of quotients as a measure of 
the original amount of target nucleic acid. The closest prior art Lowe et al. in view of 
Wittwer et al. teach a method for amplification in a dilution series of a target nucleic acid 
and setting a standard curve based on PCR threshold cycle for each target nucleic acid of 
interest in a linear equation, however the closest prior art did not teach continuously 
differentiable function of logarithm of the of target nucleic acid, reference nucleic acid 
and the calibrator to determine the ratio of quotients as measure of the original amount of 
target nucleic acid in the sample. Thus the instant invention was not taught or obvious 
over the closest prior art.
